Meek hist night, hu t the “d ry -” be­ 
liev ed this du e to the fact that so 
many persons had had opportu nity 
to hear him du ring his stay in this 
city . 


“ If* the men of the chu rches and 
the men who believ e in g o o d c i t i ­ 
z e ns hi p will go to the polls and v ote 
‘dry .’ there will he no trou ble abou t 
keeping the saloons 
ou t 
of 
R u s h ­ 
v ille,” he said. “Whether the saloons 
shall retu rn d e pe nd s entirely on y ou 
men. 
You can’t blame the brewer, 
the saloon keeper or 
the bartender.” 


Mr. Meek admitted*that tlie brew­ 
ers were sy stematic law breakers 
and that it is hard to 
keep 
them 
from v iolating the law, hu t he ad ­ 
v anced that as a reason for keeping 
them from connecting 
u p 
legally 
throu gh the saloons with the 
c o m ­ 
mu nity . 
lie declared that it took 
cou rage for a man to annou nce he 
believ es the saloon is an ev il in the 
face of threats of boy cotts, hu t that 
he had fou nd more 
bu -ine-- 
and 
professional men here against the 
saloon 
than is 
u su ally 
the 
ease. 


“ Ev ery bu siness is 
measu red 
by 
the good it does in the commu nity ,’’ 
he continu ed. 
“If the saloon i- good 
for Ru shv jlle, y ou shou ld 
v ote 
it 
hack u nanimou sly . 
We know what 
ev ery bu siness deals in. 
Take, for 
instance, one of y ou r fu rnitu re fac­

He then pr oeeeded to show what 
those two produ cts were.

That, lie said, was the scien­ 
tific reason for the “chaser” after a 
drink of whiskey ,

cohol to he

aid they did not drink alcohol, bu t 
beer.

Kansu,-» City, Mo., Mar. 23.— The 
evolution of the jitney is a story of 
itself. 
Les> than two months ago, 
the first small five passenger tour­ 
ing ear made its appearance in Kan­ 
sas City streets, ottering a ride for 
five cents. 
Strap hangers swamped 
the little ear. 
Within a few days 
fifty small touring 
ears 
were in 
operation over fixed routes taking as 
mueh business from the street rail­ 
way company as the jitneys could 
handle. 
Then appeared the first automo­ 
bile with a bus body, with a large 
carrying capacity.- 
Jitney 
drivers 
were quick to see that the increase 
in carrying capacity was far ahead 
of the increase in cost of operation. 
Soon many 
auto 
delivery 
wagons 
made their appearance with seats on 
both sides, 
instantly they 
became 
popular both with the jitney tans 
and with the drivers. 
The 
latter 
discovered that a light speedy truck 
stood up better under the wear and 
tear than the converted ears. 
Then 
too, the purchaser of a truck ran no 
risk in his investment should the 
jitney business 
prove 
a 
failure. 
They reasoned they would still have 
a serviceable car for delivery work. 
A further development of the jit­ 
ney truck was the scheme of sev­ 
eral drivers to use their 
cars 
as 
buses during tiie rush hours 
and 
contract for delivery work for some 
large firm from 9 a. m. to 5 p. 111. 
Another development has been the 
number of independent owners who 
have entered the field 
with 
cars 
“ For Hire” for a ten cent fare with­ 
in a certain area. 
Some independ­ 
ents, also charged ten cents for a 
trip from the union station to any 
hotel and get plenty 
of 
business. 
But the ten cent cars are few and 
far between. 
Then there are other 
cars that merely 
bear 
the 
sign 
“ Anywhere. 
Rates 
Reasonable." 
And they are cutting in heavily on 
the taxi-cab business. 
Another class of jitneys are those 
who run only during the• rush hours 
and during the fair weather. So far 
most of the weather has been de­ 
cidedly unfavorable for the 
jitnevs 
but despite this more than 300 cars 
are in operation with a big increase 
certain with the coming of spring. 
The 
organized 
jitneys 
have a 
trailic manager, whom they 
hired 


from the traffic department ofa rail­ 
road. 
They have an equipment and 
driver inspector and are carrying 011 
a campaign to drive unfit and dan­ 
gerous drivers from the orgaization. 
They have contracted for 
a 
con­ 
struction of a 
jitney 
co-operative 
garage downtown to take 
care 
of 
their own maintenance and 
repair 
work. They now have two 
down- 
ton central stations with plenty of 
announcers and starters. 


Carriage factories are busy con­ 
verting limousine and 
large 
cars 
into jitney buses. Hundreds of men 
are in business for themselves, while 
the Metropolitan has ordered 
fifty 
new street cars to put into the ser­ 
vice in May to better complete with 
the “ ruckle grabbers." 


The advent of the jitney lias de­ 
veloped an acute form of the “Jit­ 
ney fan” who erfuses lo.tfiik* in the 
street cars and talk jitneys all his 
spare time. 
With the good 
will of 
the community, restrictive 
legisla­ 
tion proposed is not expected to get 
very far. 
Kansas citizens already 
perdict that within ten 
years 
the 
street ear tracks will be 
torn 
up, 
the 
motor 
bus 
supplanting 
the 
street ears as the trolly did the ca­ 
ble car.

SYSTEM THROUGH 


One Detected in Regiment and Sud­ 


denly Disappears— Executed is 


Word Passed Around.

London, March 1.—There was a 
little old woman of French national­ 
ity, whose shot riddled little cottage 
was about a mile behind our trench­ 
es. 
She had a huge supply of cider, 
and when one of us got money, and 
a chance, we would sneak through 
the trenches hack to her little house, 
k nock on the shattered windows un­ 
til she opened it and handed abig 
cup full of apple juice. 
“My good 
old husband*’ as she described him, 
was k illed in the cottage by a Ger­ 
man bullet. 
We buried the body for 
her and ask ed her why she didn’t 
move. 
“No! No!” she exclaimed. 
“This 
is my home, and if I die anywhere, I 
die here.” 
One night we saw 3 little flick ­ 
ers of light come from a chink of 
the shuttered windows. 
On a hill, 
tar awav, in the German lines, we 
saw a tiny light blink three times. 
For three nights we 
watched 
the 
spark ling chink in the widow’s win­ 
dow blind. 
We didn’t want to be­ 
lieve she was a spy, because if she 
were tak en away we would miss our 
cider. 
But, at last we had to act. 
\\ e caught her one night in the deed, 
and our officers sent her away. 
I 
don’t k now where. 
She sold 
her 
country for German gold. 
Her’s was only one instance of 
the thoroughness of the German spy 
system. 
One day we found 
a 
telephone 
wire running through the beet fields 
from the German trenches to a point 
far behind our lines. 
It ended at a 
poplar tree where a German 
spy, 
hidden in the branches, had 
been 
phoning the enemy all the details of 
our movemets. 
But Demielle 
was 
the spy of all spies. 
He lived with 
ns in our trenches, he shot at the 
Germans, and cursed them as 
we 
did. 
But all the time, he was send­ 
ing messages to them. 
And then he 
was caught in the act, he k ept si­ 
lence lik e a man. 
Our officers took 
charge of him, and he 
disappear­ 
ed— executed, we heard. 
In those 
early days of the war, when for­ 
eigners in Paris were forming a for­ 
eign legion,

of courtesy, got his name into the 
list and was accepted. He had mon­ 
ey in unlimited quantities, and be­ 
fore we departed from Paris to the 
front, he gave parties 
right 
and 
left to little groupe of 
comrades. 
His profession was. that of an en­ 
gineer of a sugar mak ing machine, 
and he k new every inch of the su­ 
gar beet country in which our regi­ 
ment was finally stationed. 


It was a collide that proved the 
undoing of Demielle, a fine-haired 
animal which of all the stray dogs 
which made their 
homes 
in the 
trenches 
had 
the 
most 
friends 
among the men. But the collie lik ed 
Demielle best. 
We found out after­ 
wards thnt Demielle used to 
save 
his food, and even go hungry him­ 
self in order to k eep himself high in 
the collie’s good will. 
How Demielle 
ever trained the dog to go to 
the 
German trenches from 
ours, 
we 
were never able to figure out. hut we 
first suspected Demielle 
when 
w< 
saw him lift the d.og to the edge of 
our trench and send him on his way 
by throwing a stone toward the Ger­ 
man lines, which were only one huru 
dred and fifty feet distant. 
When the dog came back 
that 
night a 
sentry 
caught 
him 
i|nd 
searched him. Under his collar was 
a map which Demielle had drawn 
with a note written in German, “ we 
don’t understand this 
map. 
Can’t 
you mak e it plainer!” 
The sentry 
put the note back in place and let 
the dog go to Deniielle’s subway hut. 
Two men were 
watching 
Demielle 
when the dog entered. 
Demielle put 
his finger under 
the 
dog’s 
collar, 
pulled out the note and 
began 
to 
read it when the men jumped on him 


Demielle was very cold about it, 
but he k new that his end had come. 
He was tak en away and sentenced 
to death by a court martial. 
Luck ­ 
ily the firing squad was not chosen 
from among the men in our trench. 
The officers paraded him before us 
as an example.

pets of stray dogs wept the night 
the order came. 
One fellow I k now 
slept with his dog that night. 
We 
couldn’t k ill the dogs in cold blood; 
we were acquainted with them, just 
as we were with each other. 
They 
had been the bright spots 
in 
our 
muddy, 
draggled 
lives. 
Muddy, 
mangled and dirty as they are, we 
were 
little 
cleaner. 
When 
there 
wasn’t a smile left on our 
faces, 
during the rainy or extra dangerous 
days, there was always a spark le in 
the eves of the trench dogs and they 
were always ready to play. 
“But we had to k ill them ! A Por­ 
tuguese who loved a white fox terri­ 
er, discovered the easiest way.

threw a stone out of the 
trench; 
the little fellow went after it and just 
as he was pick ing it in his mouth, 
about a dozen of our rifles 
blazed 
at him and over he went. 
We made 
believe to ourselves that we

murderer of the Balding family at 
Terre 
Haute, 
was seen today 
he 
gave a new reason for his deed. He 
said he met with an accident in the 
mine five months ago in which the 
back of his head was crushed. 
“Since then my head has hurt and 
often I have wanted to kill some­ 
one,” he said. 
“I crept into the house that night 
just to see Mrs. Balding and did not 
want to hurt anyone but Allien 1 
got in there my head began hurting 
and when I saw the 
ilatirons 
the 
idea suddenly came to kill the whole 
family and 1 did it.” 
An examination of his head show­ 
ed that it had been crushed in the 
back as described. 
Today’s state­ 
ment gave additional information on 
the relationship between Lewis and 
Mrs. fealding. 
The confession, taken down by a 
stenographer, was hurriedly laid be­ 
fore Prosecutor Richard 
Werneke 
and by him was presented to a wait­ 
ing* grand jury 
at 
Terre 
llaute, 
which promptly returned an indict­ 
ment against Lewis 
charging 
him 
with the quadruple murder. 
Detective- Fred 
Armstrong 
and 
Frank 
Fcdderson 
who 
brought 
about the arrest of Lewis, hurried 
away with their prisoner in an auto­ 
mobile and by the time 
the 
first 
news of the confession became pub­ 
lic they were half way to Indian­ 
apolis with their prisoner. 
To have 
kept him in Terre Haute over night 
would have meant 
almost 
certain 
lynching, for among the neighbors of 
the dead woman particularly, feel­ 
ing is at high pitch and violence has 
been 
threatened 
repeatedly. 
A 
breakdown at Greencastle 
delayed 
the detectives and their prisoner on 
the wav to Indianapolis. 
The confession of Lewis 
is a 
startling testimonial to the truth of 
the ancient adage that“murder will 
out.” 
When Armstrong and Fcd­ 
derson began work on this case, the 
most fearful crime in the history of 
Ferre Haute, they seemed confront­ 
ed hv a mystery that offered not a 
clew. 
But they found one man, among 
the many 
they 
examined 
in 
the 
neighborhood, who told a lie, and 
they found a blood stain 
on 
one 
strap of a suspender worn by this 
man. 
The lie and the blood stain 
put together 
brought 
about 
the 
arrest and the confession. 
Armstrong and Fedderson 
were 
given absolutely a free hand in their 
investigation. Sylvester Doyle, chief 
of police since the recent unplea­ 
santness in Terre 
Haute 
politics, 
told his two star “sleuths” that he 
cared not how they caught the mur­ 
derer or when. 
But he impressed 
upon them the importance of bring­ 
ing to justice the guilty man. 
The central figure in this tragedy 
tonight is a sad-faced little woman, 
Mrs. Lizzie 
Blacketer, mother 
of 
\ crnie Lewis. 
Aside from the sur­ 
viving children and the husband of 
the murdered woman she 
doubtless 
will be the chief sufferer. 
Fate played a cruel hand at the 
lirst by guiding her to the charnel 
house. 
It was she who discovered 
the hlood-co^pircd bodies 
of 
Mrs. 
Balding an<F her children.

money by voting out the 
saloons. 
Hut 20 out of 22 there were owned 
by the Terre llaute Brewing com­ 
pany and our place was potiring/a 
stream of golu into Terre Haute ev­ 
ery Monday morning.” 
Mr. Xieek then read from an ar­ 
ticle on 
“Prohibition 
and 
Social 
Psychology” 
by 
Professor 
Hugo 
Musterberg of Harvard, which ap­ 
peared in McClure's for April, 1908 
and was reprinted in the Year Book 
for 1909. 
lie quoted as follows: “And there 
can be no doubt that disregard of 
law is the most dangerous psycholo­ 
gical 
factor in 
our 
present-day 
American civilization?” and added 
“Is there anyone who doubts 
but 
that the brewers have less regard 
for the 
law than 
other 
institu­ 
tions?” 
Again he quoted: 
“The American 
saloon is the most disgusting pro­ 
duct of such narrowness (American 
civilization); its dangers from poli­ 
tics and law, health and economies, 
are alarming. The saloon must dis­ 
appear and can be made to disap­ 
pear perhaps by higher l i c e n s e taxa­ 
tion and many 
other means. 
And 
with it must disappear the bar and 
habit of drinking standing and of 
mutual treating. 
He quoted from 
the 
finding 
of 
“the Committee 
of fifty” 
several 
years ago that out of 8,420 inmates 
of 50 alms houses, the average pau­ 
perism due directly or iudirectly to 
the saloon was 37 per cent. 
He quoted from a 
report 
of 
a 
eommitte on lunacy in England and 
Wales showing that 22.1 percent of 
insanity was due to 
alcohol. 
The 
speaker ventured the 
opinion 
that 
the per cent, was just as great at 
Richmond. 
“If you have any in your commu­ 
nity who want to become paupers 
or insane, just vote 
back the 
sa­ 
loon,” he said. 
“ We have 
seen 
what the 
saloons 
friends 
think 
about it. 
It is weighed in the bal­ 
ance 
and 
found 
wanting. 
The 
brewers want to reform the saloon, 
but who ever reformed a cancer? I 
have heard of doctors cutting 
out 
cancers, hut never making one beau­ 
tiful. 
I favor not reforming 
the 
saloon, but killing it. 
He cited that in Germany 98 per 
cent, of persons accused of murder 
were punished; 
in Canada, 95 per 
cent; in Italy, 80 per cent; in Uni­ 
ted States, 1.2 per 
cent. 
This 
is 
due to lawlessnes here, he said, and 
added that there are no instructions 
which have less regard for the law 
than the brewers and distillers and 
their child, the saloon.

Chicago, Mar. 23.—Thousands of 
unemployed men were put to work 
today on Chicago's inaminouth new 
Union station, a $55,000,000 
pro­ 
ject, which will he completed D e c e m ­ 
ber 18, 1918, according 
to 
plans. 
The new plant will bouse the Penn­ 
sylvania lines, the Chicago Milwau­ 
kee and St. Paul. The Chicago Burl­ 
ington and Quincy, and the Chicago 
and Alton. 
It does not mean a con­ 
solidation of any of the railroad ter­ 
minals, simply the 
replacing 
the 
structure at Adams Canal 
streets 
with a great plant. 
The erection of the station em­ 
braces several difficult engineering 
feats, chief among 
which 
is the 
straightening of the Chicago river 
for several blocks. 
The new station 
is going up to the south of the pre­ 
sent one, occupying the blocks be­ 
tween Adams and Jackson streets 
and Clinton and Canal 
streets, a 
space two blocks east and west and 
one block north and south. 
Besides 
three freight terminals the plans call 
for 26 tracks in the passenger ter­ 
minal, 20 more than the 
present 
station has. 
The Northwestern Sta­ 
tion here, regarded as one of the 
most modern in the world, has only

showed that there were 792,625 vo- 
ters in Indiana.

county's total is 
slightly 
larger.

made their appearance with seats on 
both sides. Instantly they 
became 


popular both with the jitney fans 
and with the drivers. 
The 
latter 


discovered that a light speedy truck 
stood np better under the wear and 
tear than the converted cars. Then 
too, the purchaser of a truck ran no 
risk in his investment should the 
jitney business 
prove 
a 
failure. 


They reasoned they would still have 
a serviceable car for delivery work.

"Since then my head has hurt and 


often I have wanted to kill some- 
one," he said. 


"I crept into the house that night 


just to see Mrs. Balding and did not 
want to hurt anyone but wjien I 
got in (here iny head began hurting 
and when I saw the flatirons the 
idea suddenly came to kill the whole 
family and I did it." 


An examination of his head show- 


ed that it had been crushed in the 
back as described. 
Today's state- 


ment gave additional information on 
the relationship between Lewis and 
Mrs. Balding. 


The confession, taken down by a 


stenographer, was hurriedly laid be- 
fore Proscculor Richard 
Werneke 


and by him was presented to a wait- 
ing' grand jury 
at 
Terre 
Haute, 


which promptly returned an indict- 
ment against Lewis 
charging 
him 


with the ((iiadruple murder. 


Detectives Fred 
Armstrong 
and 


Frank 
Fedderson 
who 
brought 


about the arrest of Lewis, hurried 
away with their prisoner in an auto- 
mobile and by the time 
the 
first 


news of the confession became pub- 
He they were half way to Indian- 
apolis with their prisoner. 
To have 


kept him in Terre Haute over night 
would have meant 
almost 
certain 


lynching, for among the neighbors of 
the dead woman particularly, feel- 
ing is at high pitch and violence has 
)een 
threatened 
repeatedly. 
A 


breakdown at Greencastle 
delayed 


the detectives and their prisoner on 
the way to Indianapolis. 


The confession of Lewis 
is a 


startling testimonial to the truih of 
tile ancient adage tliafmurder will 
out." 
When Armstrong and Fed- 


derson began work on this case, the 
most fearful crime in the history of 
Terre Haute, they seemed confront- 
ed by a mystery that offered not a 
lew. 


But they found one man, among 


the many they examined in 
the 


neighborhood, who told a lie, and 
they- found a blood stain 
on 
one 


strap of a suspender worn by this 
man. 
The lie and the blood stain 


put together 
brought 
about 
the 


arrest and the confession. 


Armstrong and Fedderson 
were 


given absolutely a free hand in their 
investigation. Sylvester Doyle, chief 
of police since the reecnl unplea- 
santness in Terre 
Haute 
politics,' 


told his two star "sleuths" that he 
cared not how they caught the mur- 
derer 
or when. 
But he impressed 


upon them the importance of bring- 
ing to justice the guilty man. 


The central figure in this tragedy 


tonight is a sad-faced little woman, 
Mrs. Lizzie 
Blacketer, mother 
of 


Vernie Lewis. Aside from the sur-

The saloon must dis- 
appear and can be made to disap- 
pear perhaps by higher license taxa- 
tion and many other means. And 
with it must disappear the bar and 
habit of drinking standing and of 
mutual treating.

The new plant will house the Penn- 
sylvania lines, the Chicago Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul. The Chicago Burl- 
ington and Quincy, and the Chicago 
and Alton. It does not mean a con- 
solidation of any of the railroad tefe 
minals, 'simply the 
replacing 
the 


structure at Adams Canal 
streets 


with a great plant. 


The erection of the station em- 


braces several difficult engineering 
feats, chief among 
which 
is the 


straightening of the Chicago river 
for several blocks. The new station 
is going up to the south of the pre- 
sent one, occupying the blocks be- 
tween Adams and Jackson streets 
and Clinton and Canal 
streets, a 


space two blocks east and west and 
one block north and south. Besides 
three freight terminals the plans- call 
for 20 tracks in the passenger ter- 
minal, 20 more than the 
present
